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Don’t Be A Sucker 
CCORDING to recent articles 
in “The Miami Herald” and

Attention, 
you may order additional crucifix- 
es if you wish.” There is also an 
identification card (“I am a Cath- 
olic”) with our version of the 
Lord’s Prayer on it, a return en- 
velope, and an affidavit testifying 
to the legality of the operation. 
And it is legal. It’s one of those 
borderline cases where the D.A. 
can't do a thing. 

Operating the gimmick are Max, 


with Max’s boy Murray. They mail 
upwards of 100,000 pieces a day 
from five offices in Miami and one 
in Wilkinsburg, Pa. (suburban 
Pittsburgh). The “take” is esti- 
mated at $3,000 a day! 

Of course, this religious junk — 
miniature crucifixes, rosary brace- 
lets, statues, medals, beads — can 
be bought in any novelty shop at 
low prices. The markup to 25c or 
$1 per item returns the Kram bro- 
thers a fantastic profit. 

One of the five Florida offices 
employs 40 pirt-time girls to ad- 
dress 75,000 envelopes a week, Re- 
turns are estimated to be about 20 
per cent,

This raises the whole question of 
unordered merchandise. What is 
the conscientious person «to do 
with the ballpoint pen, the minia- 
ture license tag, the Christmas and 
Easter seals, and other items that 
arrive unordered in the mail? 
What is our obligation? 

We have no obligation at all. We 
may in conscience simply pocket 
the item if it is useful and we 
want to keep it. We don’t even 
have to return it. Keep it or throw 
it away—but don’t give it another 
thought. Life’s too short.

It’s that good and it is the an- 
swer to those film magnates who 
think that you have to give the 
public ever wider screens, color, 
million dollar budgets and big 
name starts. It is an answer, too, 
to those who say that the censors 
keep Hollywood from making ma- 
ture films. There is artistic matur- 
ity in this and while its interest is 
strictly for adults, it is a film that 
never offends. 


Ernest Borgnine is a _ butcher. 
His mother wants him to get mar- 
ried, his friends want him to get 
married, he wants to get married— 
only where do you meet a girl 
when you have a face that isn’t 
handsome and you're getting deep 
into the 30s? 

He meets a girl and she is in 
much the same position he is in 
and they fall in love. It is as sim- 
ple as that and it is a beautiful 
story. The acting is terrific. Betsy 
Blair and Borgnine certainly will 
get Academy nominations. 


But what makes this a great film 
is its penetrating view of a seg- 
ment of society. The intellectual 
sterility, the narrow moulds, the 
human faults and virtues, all these 
are shown as they have seldom 
been seen before. 

This is a film that I recommend 
thoroughly.

THE SEA CHASE (Warner 
Brothers)—Here is another Holly- 
wood glamourized bit ‘of history. It 
is the story of a German sea cap- 
tain who escapes from an Austra- 
lian port at the start of World War 
II and in a tub that is hardly sea- 
worthy nearly outwits the British 
Navy.

Fred Astaire — 
who never looks a year older than 
he did 20 years ago — is a skilled 
entertainer and Leslie Caron is a 
talented young woman.

How are the Protestants treated in the Catholic Province 


of Quebec? 


That question was 
many years ago, as well as recently 
by the head of the Protestant de- 
nominational schools in that Pro- 
vince: 

Some years ago Mr. J. C. Suth- 
erland, Chief Inspector of -Protest- 
ant Schools in the Province of 


Quebec,’ wrote as follows to a 
gentleman who asked the same 
question: 


“It is with deep regret that I 
observe in certain quarters in oth- 
er Provinces a somewhat steady 
habit of misrepresentation of 
Quebec in educational matters. 
Into the eauses of this I need not 
enter, but insofar as it concerns 
itself with the treatment of the 
Protestant minority of Quebec I 
need only refer to the fact that 
the management of the Protestant 
schools is under the control of the 
Protestant Committee of the Coun- 
cil of Public Instruction, and that 
the regulations of this Committee 
are carried out by the English or 
Protestant side of this Depart- 
ment. 


“The Protestant Committee, with 
the approval of the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council, decides upon 
the courses of study in its elemen- 
tary and model schools, and its 
academies or high schools; chooses 
its text-books; governs its normal 
schools and its boards of examin- 
ers; examines candidates for the 
office of school inspector, and est- 
ablishes the boundaries of the 
district of inspection; determines 
the school holidays; allocates the 
grants for the Protestant superior 
schools, and for the Protestant 
poor municipalities, and generally 
makes the regulations for the or- 
ganization, administration and dis- 
eipline of its schools. In controll- 
ing the courses of study the Pro- 
testant Committee also determines 
what language shall be used for 


the purpose of instruction and 
what other languages may be 
studied. 


“? do not think that the very 
complete control of Protestant ed- 
ucation by the Protestant Commit- 
tee is as widely understood out- 
side of the Province as it should 
be. I may add that I do not think 
that any such independence in ‘ed-

tion is accorded to a religious min- 
ority in any other part of the Em- 
pire.” 


Only two months ago, the pres- 
ent head of the Protestant schools 
in Quebec, which are supported 
chiefly by Catholics, declared that 
the Protestant schools received

|testant denominational — schools 
| than the Catholics had received 
for their schools.

On Saturday night the children 
are happy in the thought that to- 
morrow it’s Sunday -(“Oh, goody!” 
with an appropriate jump or two) 
and we begin by all going to Mass 
together; and the parents; know- 
ing that pa may be somewhat 
disturbed and distracted, prepare 
for the Mass the night before — 
thus entering by a sort of neces- 
sity into the vigil stream of the 
Church. 


At Communion, it is even pos- 
sible to recéive together. I carry

All that follows actually hap- 
pened; the only thing changed is 
the family name which we will 
call “Wronski.” 

The tragic story began early in 
September of 1939 when Poland 
was invaded by the Germans, then 
by the Russians within the same 
mofith. The father of Bing and 
Andrew joined the Polish army 
which was quickly routed. Those 
soldiers still alive fled to France 
in order to unite for further fight- 
ing. Thus Major Wronski found 
himself in the Polish unit of the 
British Eighth Army. Later he was 
‘appointed .sereening..officer at. 
port of Liverpool. Here it was his 
duty to decide which of the Polish 
refugees coming into that rt 
should be given wes and which 
were to be considered enemy 
aliens. 


Meanwhile, during these four 

ears of fighting in Europe, the 

iddie East and Africa, the young 
officer had heard nothing from 
his family. He had no idea wheth- 
er they were even alive. , 


And Madame Wronski was equal- 
ly in the dark about the fate of 
her husband..After the army had 
swallowed him, the Wronski home 
had been shattered by the invad- 
ing armies, and she and Andrew 
and Bing had to live from day to 
day as best they could finding oc- 
casional shelter and whatever food 
came to hand. In those days they 
found it difficult enough just to 
stay alive. 

Soon, however, Madame Wron- 
ski realized that her family could 
never make a life under the dread- 
ful conditions of the Russian oc- 
cupation, and one night she took 
her two little boys and they made 
their way to the southwest fron- 
tier. Since they could only travel 
at night when the children should 
have been sleeping, Madame Wron- 
ski walked mile after mile some- 
times wheeling, and -sometimes 
carrying the youngest, and encour- 
aging the other in his efforts to 
keep up. 

Frequently she had to find work 
in towns so'that she could buy 
food for her little family—then, 
after a time the three would again 
go on their way. For eight long 
months they pushed on and on 
with the hope of finding friendly 
country. 

Finally they got as far as the 
Alpine passes. These towering 
mountains have held terror for 
travelers and armies since history 
began, and yet this frail woman 
and her boys had the courage to 
attempt to cross them. They 
plunged into the steep rocky paths 
and finally, practically exhausted, 
made their way down the last 
slope on to the sunny plains of 
northern Italy. 

With great relief they looked 
about them as the sun rose on 
what they thought: was friendly 
soil. But this joy was short lived 
for Madame Wronski discovered 
that Italy had just then declared 
war on the allies. After all these 
hundreds of miles trekking across 
Europe, they were again in enemy 
territory! 

As you can well imagine, by this 
time their endurance was almost 
gone, and the three settled for 
some time in Genoa where Madame 
Wronski found work. For a time 
they lived quietly. Yet ever in her 
mind was the proasns need of es- 
cape so that she might bring her 
children up in normal, healthy con- 
ditions.

etc. And since people do fall in 
love, the probability of a Catholic 
falling in love with one of these 
divorcees is very great indeed. 


As a matter of fact, it does 
happen and this circumstance 
alone is one of the outstanding 
sources of leakage from _ the 
Church in the United States to- 
day. One out of every five mixed 
marriages involving Catholics to- 
day is an invalid marriage. 

It could therefore, be a reason 
why you will leave the Church 
some day, regardless of your pres- 
ent sincere protestations that “I'll 
never give up my Faith!” 

In high school you lead a rather 
protected life. You don’t meet 
many strangers. You are with 
your classmates most of the time. 
Your path is generally to school, 
to church, home, a favorite recrea- 
tion spot—but generally with the 
same friends. 

But when you get out of high 
school all that is changed. You 
go to college, to work, to the 
Armed Services and you find your- 
self in with all kinds of people— 
good, bad and indifferent.

Large Families 


A recent survey of Mary- 
knoll’s June 1955 ordination 
class reveals that more vo- 
cations definitely do come 
from large families. The sur- 
vey reported that of this year’s 
class of 60, the average ordi- 
nandus comes from a family of 
seven. 

In this ordination class, the 
largest in Maryknoll’s history, 
there is not one seminarian 
who is an only child. And al- 
though a large percentage of 
the ordinandi come from a 
family of ten and 11, one young 
man counted 15 in his original 
family. 

The survey also showed that 
mission vocations are not con- 
fined to one section of the 
country, with 16 different 
states being listed as home by 
the 60 seminarians.

Einstein’s Brain 


HEY found that Dr. Einstein’s 


brain was quite usual. It was 
not pink, with lavender spots on 
the occipital lobe, nor did it have 
any peculiar whorls or flutings top 
or bottom. 

Of course not! you say. But evi- 
dently its owner thought it must 
be different, otherwise he would 
never have mentioned it in his 
will. 

The plain fact is that the power 
of thought has very little to do 
with the brain. It is a faculty of 
the soul, sometimes called the 
mind; and the mind is spiritual, 
whereas the brain is material. We 
eat calves’ brains, but we could 
never eat their minds, even if 
calves had minds. 

A thinker needs his brain in 
much the same way that a violinist 
needs his instrument. The power 
is in the musician, not in the vio- 
lin. He is handicapped by a crack- 
ed fiddle or a cheap one, and in- 
deed without any at all he is mute 
—hbut he has not thereby lost one 
whit of his power to play the vio- 
lin.

Buenos Aires—(NC)—The Ar- 
gentina Congress has given Presi- 
dent Peron the first clear legisla- 
tive go-ahead sign in the campaign 
against the Catholic Church in this 
country which he started six 
months ago.

In the meantime, the Senate put 
through another bill to end the 
tax exemption of Catholic Church 

roperty. This measure would af- 
ect aiso Catholic private schools, 
most of which have been tax-ex- 
empt because they give free edu- 
cation to thousands of poor chil- 
dren. 

The measure, slated shortly to 
go before the lower house, pro- 
vides for the abolition of all tax 
exemptions, both municipal and

NON-CATHOLIC as well as 
Catholic Church properties are af- 
fected by the bill. This was made 
clear during a debate when Sena- 
tor Casteniera De Baccaro declar- 
ed that the vague wording of the 
bill did not mean that legislation 
was aimed at the Catholic Church 
alone. She denied that the bill was 
designed as a measure of anti- 
Catholic persecution, asserting 
that “the law does not recognize 
any distinction between the vari- 
_ sects — it appeals to all be- 
iefs.” 


Congress is also weighing a Per- 
onist plan to abolish the official 
recognition of the Catholic Church 
as the one to which the vast ma- 
jority of citizens belong. This 
step, which would require a consti- 
tutional amendment, would mean, 
among other things, ending state 
subsidies to Catholic schools and 
certain emoluments to some of the 
Catholic bishops and clergy which 
date back to the beginning of the 
past century. 


The introduction of the bill to 
tax Church properties coincided 
with the resignation of Roberto 
Adolfo Corena, a Peronist dep- 
uty from Cordoba, in protest 
against the government’s anti- 
church policies. 


The Chamber of Deputies re- 
fused, however, to accept Carena’s 
resignation, and voted instead to 
expel him for “lack of faith, loyal- 
ty and solidarity.” 

(In Rome, the independent 
newspaper, “Il Tempo,” published 
an interview in which President 
Peron was quoted by the newspa- 
per’s Buenos Aires correspondent 
as stating that it is “absurd and 
ridiculous” to talk of religious per- 
secution in Argentina. He reiter- 
ated earlier statements that “this 
is no conflict between the Church 
and the State” but between “a part 
of the clergy and organizations of 
the Argentine people.”)

Vietminh Eighteen were 
known to have been arrested. 
The incident followed six weeks 
of obstruction of intending refu- 
gees by Vietminh offic and 
military. 

The incident happened on Janu- 
ary 13. The commission sent an 
inquiry team from Hanoi on Feb- 
ruary 2. When the press. confer- 
ence was held in Saigon on Feb- 
ruary 24, the commission’s report 
on Luu-My was still unfinished. 

It is common knowledge and the 
experience of the commission that 
the Vietminh used to delay and 
remove witnesses, prepare fake 
witnesses, and railroad alleged 
leaders of the refugees to prison.

It is known now that the French 
Liaison mission lodged the com- 
plaint on January 22. .Thus elev- 
en days passed before the team 
left Hanoi to investigate the inci- 
dent, involving at least 12 deaths 
and the freedom ef scores of per- 
sons. 3 

I owe neither the commission 
nor Mr. Greene an apology for 
stressing the time lag, no matter 
what caused it.

My was not published until March 
20. As Mr. Greene doubtless
